Sheriff Thompson said Ben Dame 


was taken into custody on the state- 
ment of Miss Gcarhart that she fired 
the hotel at his instructions as he 
"was supposed to get a lot of money 
out of it."

Before noon, officers said that they 


had obtained a confession from a 
young woman that she applied the 
match which sot the .building on fire 
And Sunday night they obtained a 
confession from Lige (Jack) Dame 
Jr., that he also was implicated in 
the crime, they said. The young wom- 
an is Miss Pauline Gcarhart, 17, a 
sister-in-law of Dame. Ben Dame, nn 
uncle of Jack, is under arrest su- 
spected of implication. 


Ben Dame occupied the room in 


which the fire Blurted, Friday night 
and Saturday night, officers said. The 
Gcarhart girl occupied a nearby room, 
they said. The girl told officers that 
she had been "instructed" by Ben 
Dame lo burn the hotel. 


Both the Dames—uncle and nephew 


—have prison records. Ben served .1 
term in the federal penitentiary for 
counterfeiting and a term in the Ar- 
kansas prison for the murder of Bill 
Decker here in 1924.

LITTLE ROCK — (/P) — The state 


Monday was denied a rehearing in 
the case against Ben F. Wilson, whose 
3-year sentence for arson in Bradley 
county was reversed by the Arkansas 
Supreme Court some weeks ago and 
sent back for a new trial. 


Wilson's reversal, followed convic- 


tion of Charles Crosnoc and Jesse Hut- 
son, white, and Chris Whcaton, negro, 
all of Hope, was 
obtained on the 


grounds that a man could not be con- 
victed on the uncorroborated testi- 
mony of an accomplice. 


Reversing the

chancery court, the supreme court held 
Monday that Art 21 of 1933 provided 
"only a reasonable period" in which 
chancellors might reorder a mortgage 
foreclosure sale. 


The justices' opinion of the meaning 


of the act was, that if the foreclosed 
property did not bring "a fair price' 
when its intrinsic walue was consid- 
ered," and it was made to appear that 
a better price could be obtained from 
a resale, the court should direct that 
the properly be offered at such resale, 
"otherwise not."

You 
can go into the water a dry sinner 
and come out a wet one.

church membership. If there is onp 
thing that people are hiding behind 
tonight it is church membership., You 
may belong to anybody's church but 
f you have not been born again you 
ire on the way to hell. I am afraid 
hat many a preacher is going to burn 
n hell along with his congregation. 
This is a hard saying but oh the, re- 
sponsibility on the preacher who de- 
cievep his congregation regarding the 
New 'Birth.

To Forbid Politics 
Asserts President 


Roosevelt Addresses Na- 


tion on His New Work 


Relief Program 


WASHINGTON" — (#>) — Sounding a 


new note of 
optimism, 
President 


Roosevelt Sunday night outlined his 
work relief program to the nation in 
a speech pledging "no sectional, no 
political distinctions" in distributing 
the $4,000.000,000 fund. 


Speaking from the oval room of the 


White House in one of his radio fire- 
side chats, the president 
said that 


''never since 
my 
inauguration in 


Vlarch, 1933, have I felt so unmistaka- 
)ly the atmosphere of recovery." 


He summoned all citizens to keep a 


watchful eye that the work program 
should be "the most 
efficient 
and 


cleanest example of public enterprise 
the world has ever seen," and laid 
down principles to govern the spend- 
ng in his work program. 
Then Mr. Roosevelt enumerated a 


series of legislative proposals he ex- 
pects congress to enact at this session. 
Topping this list was his economic se- 
curity legislation, which 
has been 


passed by the house. The president 
said this measure was inextricably 
interwoven with 
the 
$4,000,000,000 


works program. 


Other bills, enactment of which he 


called for, were those to extend and 
revise NRA; to do away with certain 
types of "unnecessary" utility hold- 
ing companies; to broaden authority 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and extend its regulation to buses 
and trucks, and to amend the Federal 
Reserve banking laws. 


The president said that for the first 


time in five years relief rolls had de- 
clined instead of increasing during the 
winter months and that they "arc still 
declining." 


Mr. Roosevelt sketched the machin- 


ery he had set up to carry on the 
work, saying he expected the Di- 
vision of Applications and Information 
to sift the applications, whence they 
would go to the Allotment Division for 
a further sifting and allocation of the 
money. 


Afterward, he said, the proper gov- 


ernment agency would be notified to 
supervise or carry out the work and 
the Progress Division, headed by Har- 
ry L. Hopkins, would keep a close 
watch on the purchasing, employment, 
wages and finally the shifting of the 
workers back into private employment 
as rapidly as possible.
